Wiven Great Ovation in Historle
Seuthern Clty — Acknowledges

| Greeting Amid Din of Exploding
Pomba, Siren Whistles and Cheers.

The most remarkable public demon-
®tration in the history of the historie
Southern city of Memphis took place
Friday whon the Lakes-to-the-Gulf wa-
terways flotilla, bearing President
Roosevelt, rounded Hopefield bend in

Mississippl just above the city and
pved slowly down the stream toward
its docks. ‘The baunk on that side of
the stream at which the boats were to
moor was literally affame with the na-
tlonal colors, Packed behind this bril-
Hant bulwark were 40,000 men, women
and children foregathered from all the
oountry within a radlus of forty miles.

As the boats came Into sight a wave
of cheors gwept In a rising erescendo
over the crowd and an instant lawer
the girens of a thousand steambonts
atretching over two miles along the
shore burst into jublintion. When the
boats came near enongh so that ob-
Jects could be distingulshed Presidont
Roosevelt was seen standing on  the
top deck of the vesse]l in the lead.
Then the din broke loose afresh. A
peore of bombs were set off and the
erowd shouted itself honrse.

MAY BECOME AMBASSADOR.

The latest of many suggestions fos
the benefit of Theodore Roosevelt, a8
an éx-President, comes from London,
where It i# sald to have beon discussed
in the fashionable clubs, M attributes
o Mr, Roosevelt a desire to ronnd out
an extended tour of the world by a
considerable residence in the British
capital ns ambassador to the court of
Bt. James,

Vary likely the President has men-
tlonad this as something that would be
to his liking, although It Is donbted In
Washington whether he haa ever seri-
ously considered It. He does contem-
plate quite a trip abroad, after Mnarch
4, 1800, At times he has dwelt with no
little anticipation upon the things he
wonld find pleasure in doing after offe
cial eares have been lifted from his
shonlders. He and Mra Roosevelt have
plaaned more than one trip they want
to take when he has become au private
cltizen agnin.

Possibly foremost In these plans s
the visit to the eupitnls of the old
world. They were married in London,
and both have traveled extemsively In
Europe. They are very desirous of go-
Ing again, of revisiting old scenss and
#ld friends and of imaking new friends.
They will hardly make sach a trl
umphal tour as ex-President Grant
made, but Mr. Roosevelt would like to
meet a few of the Buropean ralers with
whom he has been In esmmunieation
more or less gince he entered the White
Honse, Ile wonld enjoy that probably

The President, still standing on the
wpper deck of the government boat, ac
knowledged the greetings while the
vessel was still In mid-stream, und the
wheoring continued until he had been
encorted from the stenmer Into his ear-
wlage and the parade through the
#treets began. Between packed mass.
e of yelling, cheering humanity, the

wended its way until OGonrt
Square had been reached, where the
Presidential earriage was stopped and
the Ohlef Executive listensd to water-
ways anthem, “Fourteen Feet Through
the Valley,” ns sung by 8,000 school
children attired in uniform costume
and each waving n small American
fiag. The effect of the pleture was
most striklng and the President was
wigibly Impressod.
